You're going to have a problem getting on the air for $80, but it can be done. 


My first suggestion would be to attend some license preparation classes 
offerred by a club in your area. There are clubs in most areas that offer 


classes for a nominal charge. This will do several things -- first, of course, 
it's the best way to study for the exam. But on the topic of your letter, it 
will give you a chance to meet some experienced hams who might be selling used 
equipment themselves or know other hams who are doing so. They'll also be able 
to tell you about hamfests (sort of ham flea markets) in your area, which is 
often a good place to get inexpensive used equipment. 


I don't kow whether you're interested in starting as a Novice (primarily HF - 
shortwave - privileges, with privileges on some higher frequency bands that 
aren't real popular in some areas), or a Technician (privileges above 30 MHz 
only, but full privileges at all frequencies above 30 MHz). With the equipment 
you'll be able to afford initially, if you start as a Technician, you should 
probably think about getting a 2 meter FM rig. This will be mainly local, but 
with linked repeaters in some areas, there is decent coverage. 


If you start as a Novice, I'd think about trying to pick up an old tube-type 
HF rig. There are sometimes old Heathkit CW (Morse Code) only rigs that I've 
seen for close to the price you're looking for. You might also be able to get 
a rig with voice capability, but in general you're looking at $200 or so for 
even a pretty old HF rig in working order. 


If you'd like to find out about clubs in your area that might offer courses, 
write to the American Radio Relay League, 225 Main Street, Newington, CT 
06111-1494 and ask for their "Prospective Ham Package" and a list of contacts 
at clubs in your area. 


Good luck! It's a great hobby, and although getting started with your budget 
won't be easy, it can be done.
